Resolution by Kinney, Also Cov- 


ering Pay to Children, Is 
Quickly Adopted.

POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, March 13.—Sweeping 
inquiry into the wages earned by wom- 
en and children in Missouri is proposed 
in a resolution introduced by Senator 
Kinney of St. Louis today. The reso- 
lution, drawn by Senator Wilson of 
Platte County, President pro tem. of 
the Senate, is said to have resulted from 
an informal cenmference of Democratic 

legislative leaders. 
The Senate adopted the resolution 
without a dissenting vote. On motion 


of Bronson of Christian, the appropyia- 
tion for the expenses of the committee 
was increased from $2000 to $3000. The 
resolution was amended further to make 
¥ Yjeutenant-Governor Painter a member 
s of the Investigating Committee. Sena- 
tor Kinney probably will be made chair- 
man. 

It is expected that the investigation, 
will be confined to St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. The pur- 
pose of the legistative investigation is 
te determine the wage scale of women 
and children who work in the large mer- 
cantile and manufacturing’ establish- 
ments, to the end that a reasonable and 
practicable minimum wage bill may be 
passed by the General Assembly in 1915. 
The resolution, in part, follows: 

“Whereas, the wages paid women 
workers in relation to the standard of 
living necessary to maintain their health 
and preserve their strength, as well 
af that'of their children, is a matter of 
grave concern to the State, and 

“Whereas, it is contended that the 
Wage scale paid women and children 
in certain trades and occupations is be- 
low that which is necessary to maintain 
such standard of living, 

“Therefore,- be~it-.resolved that a 
"committee of five Senators be ap- 
pointed by the President of the Sen- 
ate for the purpose of making full 
“yestigation of the ¢ondition of said 

‘age scale as applicable to said 
vomen and children in relation to 
i proper standard of living, and that 
said committee be authorized to em- 
‘ploy a sergeant-at-arms and a 
© stenographer to assist it in making 
a full and comprehensive investiga- 
tion. 

Provides for Expense. 

“Said committee shall make report 
of their Investigation on or before thirty 
days before the convening of the next 
General Assembly and shall cause to be 
printed at least 3000 copies thereof for 
' general distribution.” 

As the committee's hearings will be 
held after the adjournment of the pres- 
ent Legislature, the committee canno: 
legally compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses or force an unwilling witness tu 

testify. 

The moral pressure on persons sum- 
moned to give testimony will be so 
strong, Senator Wilson said, that few 
witnesses will dare to ignore the com- 
mittee’s questions. 

“The quiz wiil be directed to all lines 
of commercial ana industrial activity, 
he said. 

Open Investigation.

Saunders Norvell, defeated candidate 
for the Democratic mayoralty nomina- 
tion, is writing a pamphlet which, he 
says, will tell “How It Happened.”

A Post-Dispatch reporter went to Nor- 
vell Thursday to obtain from him an 
authoritative account uf his address at 
a meeting of the Men’s Club of the 
First Presbyterian Church Tuesday 
night.

Republicans Contributed. 

In his address Norvell said the names 
of contributors to his campaign funds 
of $9000 and $10,000 were not made p'ib- 
lic because many of them were Re- 
publicans and their donations were ac- 
cepted with the understanding that their 
names would not be made known. 

He told of a meeting at the J 
ferson Club six years ago,. when, he 
said, the six Democratic nominees fur 
the Council were “driven like cattle’ to 
the Jefferson Club.

: cratic mayoralty candidate, Norvell said, 


stood behind a desk and questioned each

They met Conn. Heiis 3, insinuat- 
ing, persuasive, good looking, but a 
crook with a Icng record. He was 
charged with burglary. He told Mrs. 
Clarkson that he was innocent. She 
was deeply impressed with his story. 
She called several times and brought 
food and dainties to him. She gave a 
Bible to him and many tracts describ- 
ing the ‘“‘better life.’

With promise of reinforcements from 
Ojeda’s 600 Federals, making a 
forced march from the eastward border 
town, the 250 men of the Nogales Fed- 
eral garrison made 4 determined de- 
fense against the onslaught of the Con- 
“gtitutionalist forces. 

Bullets showered into the Arizona 
town, which is divided from the Mex- 
jean town by a business street. Up to 
noon one Mexican citizen had been 
wounded on the Arizona side and bul- 

‘Jets entered the homes of Americans in 
Nogales, Ariz. 

United States troops rushed from Fort 
Huachuca were spread along the inter- 
national line, keeping back the curious, 
In addition-to the guard at the border, 
they unlimbered two machine guns on 
Titcomb hill, which commands both the 
Mexican and American sections of the 
town. Everyone on the American por- 
tion of the town was warned to keep 
out of the line of stray bullets, which 
dropped in the streets with disconcert- 
ing freqyency, especially in the resi- 
dence section. 

The first charge of the insurgent troops 
was repulsed with a loss of from 15 to 
2%, the Federals declared, while the gar- 
rison defenders early in the day lost 
at least 17 killed and 11 wounded.

There are 1117 milliners in St. Louis 
earning between $6 and $20 a week, and 
of that number 640 are earning between 
$7 and $12 a week, according to the 
Labor Bureau's figures. 

In the tobacco factories, where 1527 
women are employed, the average week- 
ly wage runs from §7 to $15 a week and 
262 of the girls thus employed earn 
between $8 and $9 a week, while 233 
earn from $12 to $20 a week. 

Shoe Factory Wages. 

The shoe factories of St. Louis em- 
ploy 4237 girls and women over the 
age of 16 and they get from $5 a week 
up, 1857 of them earning from $9°to 
$20 a week and more than 100 getting 
over $20 a week. 

There are 8779 women employed in 
men’s clothing factories and 2109 of 
that number receive from $7 to $0 a 
week, 434 are getting ‘from $10 to $12 
and 356 from $12 to $15.

Both these questions were answered 
absolutely in the affirmatiye by ex- 
perts testifying Wednesday evening 
before the joint committee of the 
Council and the House of Delegates 
that is investigating the cost of liv- 
ing. 

Royall H. Switzler, St. Louls food ex- 
pert, put under oath, as were all wit- 
nesses, told that the question of the 
freshness of an egg was largely a mat- 
ter of psychology and that the great- 
est expert living could not tell the dif- 
ference between an egé& in cold storage 
nine ‘months and one of the kind com- 
monly denominated fresh which reach 
the retail market almost directly from 
the farmer. 

Fresh Chickens Dangerous. 

Mies N. E. Pennington, chief of the 
Food Research Laboratory of the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 
Philadelphia, testified that a chicken 
which had been killed the day before 
Was dangerous to eat. She said she 

' ‘would absolutely refuse to eat a freshly 

killed bird. The ideal chicken, she said, 
was one that had been held in storage 
nine months or a year. When one had 
been kept two years in storage, she 
gaid, it began to lose its flavor. 

‘i The high c: st of living hearing was in 
>. the Council chamber in the city hall. It 
> was attended by Councilmen Randall 

and Fietcher and Delegates Scully and 

Hale. Councilman Randall is chairman 
of the committee. 

Miss Pennington, the Government ex- 
pert, was on the witness stand nearly 
two hours. She stopped in St. Louis 
Wednesday to address a convention of 
shippers, and was persuaded to appear 
before the cost of living investigators. 

She is a tall, kéen looking woman, 
with snappy black eyes, and has a con- 
cise and “positive way of answering

™ “One of the chief elements in the high 
Pe cost of living problem,” began Miss 

> Pennington, “‘is the frightful amount of 

"gwaste. The money value of eggs in the 
"United States each year is $500,000,000. 
og : this, 10 per cent, or $50,000,000, is dead 

Mioss because of waste in  wmar- 
keting the eggs. Somewhere between 
the hen and the consumer $50,000,000 
yorth of eggs have gone to nothing. 

“The poultry products of the country 
mount each year to $250,000,000, and 
gain there is a 10 per cent loss, or one 
mounting to $25,000,000.”’ 

“Noe Enough Cold Storage.” 

“So,” interrupted’ Delegate Scully, 
we save 90 per cent in spite of cold 
torage?” 

“In spite of it? Why, my dear sir, 

me we haven't nearly enough of it. The 
waste commences and by far the 

reater part of it develops on the 
farm,” retorted Miss Pennington. 

’ “The farmer doesn’t gather his 
ees quickly enough. He lets them 
prosper in the incubator of the sum- 
mer sun. Then they go to a store 

eeper where they are held for a 
ime in a warm room. Afterward a 
great quantity of our eggs is shipped 
n non-refrigerated box cars that are 

excellent incubators. In the course 

7of three or four weeks this alleged 

‘fresh egg’ reaches the city market. 
“It is the good cold storage eggs and 
poultry that Missouri and adjoining 
Sstates send out to East and West 
coast. The poor fresh product, you keep 
at home. And, maybe, one reason there 
is so much complaint here is because 
| you get so little of the cold storage 
food.

Forgeries Easily Detected. 
“Ordinarily,’’ says Gurney, “it is only 
necessary to compare the prints with 
the naked eye, but if any doubt exists, 
the prints are examined under a: very 
powerful magnifying glass. A count is 
made of the lines or ridges between the 
core, or center of the loop or whorl, 
to the delta, where the ridges branch 
eff or divide and run in different direc- 
tlons. If the number of lines or ridges 
is not exactly the same, the signature 
of the withdrawal slip is rejected as a 
forgery.” 

To Identify Everybody. 

An instance of the importance this 
auestion has attained is evidenced by 
the fact that in Utah a law has been 
advocated which will provide for regis- 
tration by finger prints of every man, 
woman and child, for the protection not 
merely of the State but also of the indi- 
vidual, and if such a law ever becomes a 
fact it is held that mistaken identity 
will bea thing of the past. 

The finger print method of identifica- 
tion is now being used by banks in New 
York City, Brooklyn, Albany, Syracuse, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Bos- 
ton, Chicago and Detroit, and the meth- 
od was adopted by the Commonwealth 
Trust Co. as an additional protection to 
depositors.

Loss of Life Unreported, but Ves- 
sels Were Badly Damaged, 
Two Being Fired. 





CETTINJE, Montenegro, March 13.— 
News reached here today that four Ser- 
vian transports loaded with troops yes- 
terday were riddled with shells fired by 
un unidentified war vessel. 

-Aécounts of the engagement from two 
different sources declare that the at- 
tacking vessel flew the Austro-Hunga- 
rian flag. 

Number Killed Unreported. 

The transports were conveying strong 
Getachments of Servian troops to assist 
the Montenegrins in their siege of the 
fortress of Scutari. The attack on the 
four boats occurred off San Giovanni 
Gi Medua. Two of the transports were 
set on fire. The number killed and in- 
jured has not been reported, 

No official account of the en- 
gagement was available this morning 
and unofficial dispatches from San Gio- 


i vanni di Medua varied considerably. Ac- 


cording to one account, the. attacking 
ship was the Turkish cruiser Hamidieh, 
which is alleged to have been flying 
the colors of .Austro-Hungary. 
Another report doubts the war ves- 
sel was the Hamidieh at all, and says 
that the cruiser resembled a vessel of 
the Austrian Kaserin class. 


Feeling Against Austria High. 
Feeling against Austria has been high 


here since Tuesday, when .the Austrian 
Minister to Servia announced that his 
Government objected to.Servian troops 
assisting in the siege of Scutari. 
Today's news of the attack on the 
Servian transports, therefore, created a 
tremendous sensation here. In. official 
circles, however, no credence was given 


lating to the Austrian flag. Officials 
declared that the attacking vessel un- 
doubtedly was the Hamidieh, which was 
reported in the vicinity a few hours be- 
fore, and added that the Turkish cruiser 
would have no reason for hoisting false 
colors. 
‘Turkey About Ready to Cede Adrian- 
ople to Allies. 

LONDON, -March 13,—The Times’ 
Constantinople correspondent reports: 

“The Committee on Union and 
Progress has informed the Grand 
Vizier that it is now prepared to 
agree to the cession of Adrianople 
if the garrison is allowed to march 
out with its arms and join the Turk- 
ish forces at Tchtalja.” 

The Daily Chronicle Constantinople 
correspondent telegraphs:

Twenty minutes after Dr. Hyde admin- 
istered a certain capsule he was dead. 
Twenty minutes is the exact time re- 
quired for cyanide poison to act.’’ These 
were the declarations of Prosecutor 
Jacobs in his argument to the jury to- 
day in the third Hyde murder trial. 

The accused sat impassively staring 
at the Prosecutor who, delivered his| 
charge in snappy, positive sentences. 
Mrs. Hyde sat as near her husband as 
the Court’s ruling permitted. 

Mrs. Logan O. Swope, who has pushed 
the prosecution through thfee years, sat 
in the front row clad in black, The 
courtroom Was crowded to the doors.

She called a 
physician, who said that Hilgard had 
been dead more than an hour. 

Hilgard left a note in his room ad- 
dressed to his brother. Harold Hilgard 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
that the note was a will leaving his 
pioperty to him and giving instructions 
as te his purial. 

He foriverly was a bookkeeper for the 
Star Brewery at Belleville, but lost 
that position last August. Since then, 
he told friends, he had turned down of- 
fers cf several positions and said he 
wus waiting for the right job to be of- 
fered. ! 

A few years ago he was a member 
of the Belleville Bucks football team.

FORT SMITH, Ark., March 13.—The 


Rev. Marion Capps, a Methodist preach- 
er, Was convicted and sentenced to death 
by a jury in the Circuit Court here on 


the charge of having burned to death 
three of his motherless children. The 
defendant appeared unconcerned when 
the verdict was read. ; ; 

Capps was charged with having tied 
his children to an oil-soaked hed to 
which he set fire. Two of them perished 
in the flames, while a third died after 
escaping from the house. A daughter, 
Liertha, aged 15, and a son, Ellis, 14, who 
recovered from their injuries, testified 
egainst their father. 

They said that when they were awak.- 
ened by the fire they found themselves 
tied to their beds.. They were forced to 
wait until the flames burned the rope 
before they could escape, they said. 

The testified that her father was 
leaving the room just as she awoké and 
that he locked the door after him. 

The boy told on the stand that after he 
had escaped from the fire his father told 
him that if he did not return into the 
building to rescue the remaining chil- 
dren he would tie his hands and feet and 
throw him into the flames. 

Henry Hitcher, a cellmate of Capps, 
who introduced evidenc tending to 
show he was afflicted with periodical 
insanity, declared a fellow prisoner in- 
duced Capps to feign insanity and to 
fast. Hitcher said that Capps was forced 
to abandon the scheme four days later.

The thirteenth member is important, as he -will 
probably preside in the board.

The London Lancet is certainly: the 
le2zding living authority on tobacco 
smoke. For a number of years its 
Spare space and time have been devot- 
el to studies and investigations on the 
poisonousness of tobaceg to the smoker. 
During this prolonged Tesearch pretty 
nearly all the toxic substances in the 
pharmacopeia, from prussic acid down, 
have been found. The smoker has been 
warned time and again that he is daily 
subjecting himself to an armamenta- 
rium of deadly poisons beside which 
the lethal drugs of* the Medict and 
Mme. Tofani were mere milk and water 
potions. 

Now, on the heels of this extended 
campaign of destruction, comes a coun. 
terblast in favor of Nicotiana Tabacum. 
The smoke is, in fact, a powerful germi- 
cide, of particular value in destroying 
the bacilli of cholera, says the Lan- 
cet. It has been noted in epidemics of 
this disease that smokers and workers 


in tobacco factories are comparatively. 


immune. Tests made in the laboratory 
prove that tobacco smoke rapidly kills 
the cholera microbe. Probably it is fa- 
tal also to many other germs. Its ger- 
micidal effects seem to be due to pyri- 
din (or pyridine). 

Fyridin, a combination of carbon, hy- 
drogen and nitrogen, is a colorless vol- 
atile liquid with a sharp, acrid taste, 
and a peculiar odor somewhat similar 
t» that of meat burned in a Closed ves- 
sel. It is a poison resembling. conline 
(one of the alkaloids of the poison-hem- 
lock), but less powerful than the lat- 
ter. It is official in the Freneh phar- 
macopela ‘and is used medicinally tn the 
treatment of bronchial asthma.. From 
which, perhaps, it doesn’t follow that 
tobacco smoke is good for asthma, bat 
this conclusion is at least suggested. 

It is very comforting to learn that 
when tobacco tastes like “burned meat 
in a closed vessel” it is doing so much 
good.

Secretary of State to Visit Lin- 
coln, Neb., for His Birthday 
Celebration.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—¥or near- 
ly two weeks, beginning next Sunday, 
the State Department will be presided 
over by a Republican—Huntington Wil- 
son, the hold-over assistant Secretary 
ef State. 

This became known today when €ec- 
retary of State Bryan announced he 
Was going to attend a banquet in Lin- 
coln, Neb., in honor of his birthday. 
it was learned also that it was be- 
cause Secretary Bryan contemplated 
this absence from the city that he 
asked Assistant Secretary Wilson to 
cancel his sailing reservations for 
Iurope and remain as assistant secre- 
tary for at least another month. 

It was Assistant Secretary Wilson 
who advised Secretary Bryan about the 
conduct of Henry Lane Wilson, ambas- 
sador to Mexico, in the recent revolt 
in Mexico City, which led to the assas- 
sination of President Madero and Vice- 
President Suarez. 

It was Assistant Secretary Wilson who 
“induced” the Secretary in the matter 
of sending a telegram commending the 
activities of the American Ambassador 
during the battle of Mexico City. 

Didn’t Read Telegram. 

It is learned upon reliable authority 
that Secrtary Bryan admitted to Presi- 
dent Wilson, immediately following the 
cabinet meeting yesterday, that he had 
signed the telegram without knowing 
just what he was doing, that is, that 
the telegram with a number of other pa- 
pers prepared for his signature - were 
placed on his desk and that he signed 
all of them. Most of the papers had an 
annotation attached saying what the 
contents of the paper were. 

Secretary of State and Mrs. Bryan 
were entertained at dinner last night by 
the Assistant Secretary of State and 
Mrs. Wilson. Several diplomats and 
their wives were guests. 

While the President and Secretary of 
State are looking for a successor to 
Ambassador Wilson, it develops that 
no one would be named for awhile. 

To appoint a successor to Ambassador 
Wilson would mean that the United 
States Government would have to recog- 
nize the Huerta-Diaz regime—the regime 
charged with the assassination of Ma- 
dero and Suarez—and this President Wil- 
son does not .want to do. 


Whllson’s Attitude. 
It was learned, too, that President 


Wilson had Heurta and Felix Diaz in 
mind when he wrote that paragraph in 
the statement issued by him on his pol- 
icy in Central and South America, which 
read: ““‘We can have no sympathy with 
those who~ seek ke seize the power of 
government to a 
sonal interests or ambition.” 

Friends of the President say he is not 
at all impressed with the de facto gov- 
ernment. in Mexico and has a strong 
desire to wittrhold recognition~from the 
Huerta-Diaz regime. If a new Ambas- 
sador is sent, he will have to carry new 
credentials, and their acceptance is one 
form of recognition. 

To those in touch with the situation 
and who have the best interests of the 
President in mind, there is only one 
step which the President can take and 
not recognize Huerta, and at the same 
time rid the service of Henry Lane 
Wilson. That course is to accept the 
resignation of Ambassador Wilson, al- 
ready in the hands of the Secretary 
of State, and turn the embassy over to 
the First Secretary, or designate the 
Consul General, who is Arnold Shank- 
lin of Missouri, to handle all diplomatic 
business until the present problem of 
recognition is solved.
